Of ail the games it has been my lot i 
to witness the most strenuous was tho j b 
whip game I saw in British Guiana, b 
Before the game the women handed o 
around bowls of the native drink, “pai- d 
warie.” a 

Then the players, men and boys, lined t 
up in two rows facing each other. Each r 
carried a whip ornamented with fiber 
tassels, those of the two end players i 
having whistles attached. 5 

A gentle stamping began, which grad- i 
ua»y grew louder till the earth seemed 1 
to throb. 1 

Shouts of “Yau au!” rang along the i 
line, and the players waved their whips | 
! and swayed gently backward and for- « 
ward as they stamped. 

Presently the two end men passed i 
down between the rows, while those 
i lined up moved slowly in the opposite 
direction. In rotation the other pairs of 
men did likewise, and then the whistle 
I men ran swiftly to their original places. 

• The stamping increased in fury, and 
r the whistlers whistled at each other in 
wild excitement.

It also is 
a stimulant, with definite exhilarating 
effects on both mind and body. 

Eaten In excess, moreover, it acts 
much as does an excessive amount of 
j the alcoholic beverage mentioned by 
the physical culture director. 

That is to say, it tends, in the first 
| place, to cause nervous irritability, mak¬ 
ing it more difficult for a man to con- 
i trol his passions and sometimes mak- 
j ing him positively savage. 

I And. in the second place, when eaten 
in excess it makes him mentally inert 
and stupid. " 

The reason for this second effect is 
well known to all scientific students of 
I food values. 

i Cooked meat, the form in which meat 
’ usually is eaten, Is not easy to digest. 

• If too much of it is eaten imperfect 
s digestion results, and the blood stream 

> is poisoned by the decomposing animal 
’ food in the alimentary canal. 

L Not total abstinence, but temperance 

> —enough meat to spur the mind, not 
r enough to deaden it—that is the lesson 
5 to be drawn from the demonstrated 
e stimulant effect of animal food. H.

j “ It is all very simple, yet very clearly j 
indicated as to musical expression in 
this pianissimo section of the song 
but the words? The words! They 
carry a deep, deep meaning; they bear 
— iX whole tragedy in a few short, dis- 
-— jointed sentences. The heartbreak in 
i singing them lies in the very subdueu- 
ness with which they are given—re¬ 
pressed, simply. And that repression, 
that simplicity, carries pathetic, touch¬ 
ing, fnreefulness. 

“To grasp the full import of the 
words here sung so softly demands of 
the listener a tense attention, conse¬ 
quently every syllable must Vie clearly 
uttered, yet as delicately as a musical 
whisper. The words need just that 
kind of delivery to bring out the in¬ 
tensity they carry. It becomes then, a 
climax quite as forceful as if sung in 
trumpet tones. 

“The opening portion of the song, 
descriptive in character, is, as it were, 
a scene-setting of the heart-tragedy 
presently to be presented. Like the 
entire song, it is mainly dependent on 
: the beauty with which each tone is 
! given, and the clear enunciation ac- 
I corded each word. Only two crescen- 
| dos, the second one followed by a de- 
crescendo, are indicated by losti in 
I this opening section to be sung piano. 

And let me say one thing here on the 
| tone crescendo, its tones must be like 
a row of pearls graduated in size, each 
! a little larger than the one before it on 
the strand. Any other method, for m- 
j stance delaying until the final notes 
to give a swell in tone volume, not 
j only breaks the smoothness of the 
legato, but it distorts the phrase, giv¬ 
ing sudden prominence where full 
sweep of the swell should have been 
reached gradually.

Householders are permitted to burn 
leaves and garden rubbish in their 
yards provided that the fires are on | 
plowed ground and 50 feet or more 
distant from any wooden building. 
Leaves are not to be burned in the 
streets without a permit, but he is 
willing to issue permits for any reason¬ 
able time if application is made to 
him.

Say Heating Plant Must Have Licensed 
Engineer. Seems an Absurd 
Proposition. 

State inspectors have visited the 
town farm recently and have discov¬ 
ered several matters which they seem 
to think need changing, and have is¬ 
sued their orders accordingly. 

The building inspector has ordered 
that fire escapes be constructed on 
both ends of the building. The struc¬ 
ture is of wood, two stories, with hall 
running the entire length and stair¬ 
ways at either end and in the center; 
it is heated by steam and lighted by 
electricity. The likelihood of a fire in 
the building is about as remote as 
i could well be imagined, and should 
! one occur there would appear to be 
i ample means of escape for inmate or 
I employe. But the order for escapes 
! has been issued and there will prob- 
.' ably be nothing for the overseers to do 
. j but to install them. As they have no 
1 ! funds at their disposal for the expense,

Dressed and Healed by the Action of 
the Plants Themselves. 

When a bullet or any foreign body 
penetrates a tree not sufficiently to kill 
it the wound cicatrizes almost in exact¬ 
ly the same way as a wound on the hu¬ 
man body heals. If it did not destruc¬ 
tive microbes would enter and cause 
decay of the tissues. 

“Trees,” writes Henri Coupin in Na¬ 
ture, “are very well equipped for heal¬ 
ing their wounds, and, more fortunate 
than we, an antiseptic dressing is al¬ 
most automatically applied. As soon 
as the lesion has taken place the vege¬ 
table reacts to the wounded spot. Its 
breathing at this point is quickened 
and at the same time protein matters 
are rushed to the scene. 

“Many plants are provided with se¬ 
creting canals Shed with more or less 
gummy substances, which are instantly 
poured out over the wounded surface 
and protect it. This is true especially 
of the conifers—pines, firs, etc.—of 
| which the resin makes a swift and im¬ 
permeable antiseptic dressing.’ 

In trees that have little or no resin 
the wounded part turns brown. This 
is due to the appearance of a juice that 
■ seems to be a mixture of gums and 
tannin. And the cells of the tree start 
I into activity, proliferating and filling 
up the cavity with new cells. If the 
‘ wound be large these take the form of 
‘ vegetable cicatricial tissue, which 
* makes a plug and remains as a scar. 
In the event that the wound be con¬ 
fined to one of the limbs of the tree it 
I not infrequently happens that the limb 
e l becomes dead and drops off, the wound 
1 ! healing and leaving the tree in nowise 
f the worse for the loss of the absent 
v member.

COLOSSAL EXPLOSIONS. :j 

On* Through Human Agenoioa and 
One Engineered by Nature. 

What do you think of an explosion _ 
which scoops a hole 300 feet long by i 
65 broad and 30 deep? «Tbat was what 
a tralnload of blasting gelatin and 
ninety cases of detonators did to a > 
siding 300 yards away from the city t 
railway station of Johannesburg. j 
Pieces of the engine were found a 
mile away, and beside the fifty more 
or less complete human bodies discov¬ 
ered twenty sacks were filled with hu¬ 
man fragments. i 

A most extraordinary piece of good 
fortune attended this terrific explosion. > 
A redhot missile, hurtling through the 
air, fell into another dynamite factory 
nearer the town. Had that factory 
exploded Johannesburg would have 
been laid in utter ruin. But it fell 
into the only pail of water in the place 
and instantly quenched Itself.

This Seventeenth Century Midget Won 
Fame as an Artist. 

Purveyors of side show amusements 
are agreed, it is said, that dwarfs no 
longer may be counted upon to draw 
audiences, no matter how gifted these 
Liliputians may be. In Charles Strat¬ 
ton, known the world over by his pseu- 
donim of Tom Thumb, this country 
furnished the most attractive dwarf 
that ever exploited his accomplish¬ 
ments and who, as stated by his spon- 
*or in what was considered the most 
! "stunning” advertising of the day, was 
•‘the delight of all the crowned heads 
! of Europe” as well as of the uncrown¬ 
ed sovereigns of America. 

Great as Tom Thumb was in his 
l time, there were dwarfs percedlng him 
: that made most enviable reputations. 
Among these were Richard Gibson, 
age seventy-five at his death, July 23, 

1690, and his widow, who died nine¬ 
teen years later at the advanced age 
of eighty-nine. Gibson was a minia¬ 
ture painter—miniature in every sense 
of the phrase—as well as court dwarf 
to Charles I. of England, and his wife, 

Ann Shepherd, was court dwarf to 
Queen Henrietta Maria. Her majesty 
prompted a marriage between these 
two clever but diminutive persons, and 
the marriage proved a happy one. The 
little couple had nine children, five of 

• whom lived to years of maturity and 
; were of ordinary stature. 

I Gibson’s works were valued, and one 
of them was the innocent cause of a 
s tragical event. This painting repre- 
S sented the parable of the lost sheep 
r and was highly prized by the king, 

' who gave it in charge of Vandervoort, 

• the keeper of the roynl pictures. One 
a day the king asked for this picture. 

Afraid or ashamed to say that he mis- 
s i a id it, Vandervoort committed suicide 
e by hanging. A few days after his 
death the picture was found in the spot 
.. where he had placed it. Gibson and 
his wife have, however, been excelled 
' in brevity of stature, as the united 
height of the two was about seven

AMERICAN SHRAPNEL. 

$ur Fifteen Pound Shells Are Packed 
With 252 Bullets. 

Aside from poison gases and fire 
tombs, the moat deadly engines of 
modern warfare are shrapnel shells. 

The most effective parts of the shrap¬ 
nel are the lead bullets contained in 
the shell, which are thrown out in a 
conical shape w^ien t*ie timing fuse, 
which explodes the powder at the base, 
blows the nose off the shell, freeing 
the bullets packed within it. In an 
eighteen pound shell the range of 
j these bullets is approximately 250 
square yards. 

The lead bullets, which are general¬ 
ly half an inch in diameter, are made 
from a number of different composi¬ 
tions, the most common being that of 
eighty-seven and one-half parts lead 
and twelve and one-half parts anti¬ 
mony. The actual number of lead bul¬ 
lets contained in a single shell varies 
with the different governments which 
manufacture them. In the American 
fifteen pound shell there are 252; in 
the British fifteen pound shell there 
are 235. The bullets in the American 
shell have six flattened sides. In the 
foreign made shells the bullets have 
spherical sides, an arrangement which 
does not allow of so close packing as 
the American plan. 

There are two methods of manufac¬ 
turing shrapnel shells which are com¬ 
monly used at the present time. By 
one of these the bullets are cast in 
iron molds, which are split down the 
center to facilitate removal after cast¬ 
ing. By the other slugs are cut from 
lead wire and struck between dies in 
a heading machine. One hydraulic 
wire press and fourteen heading ma¬ 
chines. which have a producing capac¬ 
ity of 850 bullets a minute, are used 
for the manufacture of flattened bul¬ 
lets. One hydraulic press and eight 
heading machines, with a capacity of 
950 bullets a minute, are used to pro¬ 
duce the spherical bullets. 

The lead bullets for years have been | 
cast from lead wire by a process j 
which is gradually going out of use, 1 
and a newer and more rapid process 
has taken it place. In the method 
used almost exclusively at present the 
molten lead is poured into a cylinder 
from which it is pushed out through a | 
die by means of a plunger, the metal ] 
having time to settle before it is forced 
through the press. 

The bullets are shaken together in 
a tumbling machine or barrel for an 
hour, the action of one against another 
removing all unevenness on the sides. 
A careful watch is kept over the tum¬ 
bling operation, as it is necessary to 
see that the bullets conform to a cer¬ 
tain standard of weight. A variation 
of one dram to a pound of bullets is 
allowed, forty-one bullets a pound be¬ 
ing the accepted standard.—New York

“OLD GLORY” 

And Why the Town of Sand Hill 
DjJn’t Hoist Him.

It was Kuos Hopkins who got the 
idea that Saud Hill sn*.uld prove her 
patriotism to fhe world at large by 
displayin’ the American flag for seven 
days a week. He got the idea one Sun¬ 
day mornin’ as he lay in bed, and he 
hugged it to his soul and chuckled over 
it for a week before he said anything 
to a livin’ soul. Everybody knew by 
his actions that somethin’ was up. 

At length, when Saturday night came 
and there was the usual crowd at the 
postoffice, he shot off his guu. He had 
: his speech all prepared. He told how 
! the American flag was first hung to the 
j breeze; how men cheered for liberty 
as they saw it; how it had given hap- 
I piness to millions. Men had fought 
| cheerin’ for that flag, and men had 
; died blessin’ it. He wanted it h’isted 
| in Sand Hill at sunrise every day in 
j the year, and he wanted children to 
cry for it and men and women to ven¬ 
erate it. 

As soon as the crowd had recovered 
from its surprise and began to cheer 
Deacon Black said it was a mighty 
strong p’int and one worthy of a lead¬ 
in’ patriot of Sand Hill. He was heart¬ 
ily in favor of the idea, and he would 
then and there contribute 13 cents to¬ 
ward the purchase of a public flag. 

Then Hosea Saunders spoke. His 
grandfather had died while flghtin’ 
under the stars and stripes. His fa¬ 
ther had fallen and killed himself 
while climbin’ a flagpole. His mother 
had wrapped him in the flag of liberty 
when he was born. It was hard times 
and money was tight, but he would go 
without tobacco for a month in order 
to contribute a shillin’ toward the pur¬ 
chase of a flag. With his own hands, 
if agreeable to all. he would h’ist the 
emblem at sunrise and lower it at 
sunset durin’ the rest of his natural 
life. 

The deacon said that was also a 
beautiful speech, with a mighty strong 
p’int to it, and the feelin’s of the crowd 
had got so worked up over freedom 
and liberty that tears stood in many 
eyes. Hosea was followed by Squar’ 
Joslyn, Philetus Williams, Abraham 
White and others, and thar was fre¬ 
quent cheerin’ and shakin’ hands. 

About ten years ago Abijah David¬ 
son’s dog tore the ear off a hog owned 
by Joel Hardman, and the men had 
been enemies ever since, but under the 
excitement and patriotism engendered 
by the speeches they fell into each oth¬ 
er’s arms and became brothers ag’in. 

It was settled that a public contribu¬ 
tion should be taken up to buy a fifteen 
dollar flag, and then came the question 
of where it should be raised. Enos 
Hopkins, who had started it all, got 
up in a modest way and said he would 
go to the expense of plantin’ a pole in 
front of his house. It was on high 
ground and the flag could be seen from 
every house in town. 

“We wouldn’t put Enos to all that 
trouble,” said Deacon Black as he rose 
up. “He’s done his sheer in thinkin’ 
out the plan. I’ll see that the flag is 
duly displayed from the roof of my 
cooper shop when it arrives. 

“What’s the matter h’istin’ it over 
my grocery?” asked Dan Skinner as 
he wiped the tears of emotion from his 
eyes. “It isn’t as high as some places, 

1 but more central.” 

j Then everybody bobbed up and de¬ 
manded to be heard. Every man pres- 
! ent wanted that flag in front of his 
! house or place of business and no¬ 
where else, and purty soon they was 
shakin’ their fists and sayin’ they’d 
be dumed if they wouldn’t have it 
there or refuse to contribute a red cent. 
There was a lively row on in two min- 
I its, with no more weepin’ over “ 
triotism. 

■ Deacon Black rattled on the stove¬ 
pipe with his cane until he quieted the 
racket, and then he said: 

“Feller patriots, have we no public 
speerit among us?” 

“We have!” yelled the crowd. 

“Then let us exhibit it. Bein’ my 
cooper shop is the highest buildin’ in 
town and bein’ the American flag has 
got to fllpflop in the breeze to be seen 
and venerated, I unselfishly offer to 
put up a pole and take charge of the 
flag.” 

“So do I!” shouts every man in the 
crowd. 

| Then Squar’ Joslyn made a speech. 
He told how a million men had died 
for that flag, how its stars and bars 
had made tyrants tremble, how a 
young nation had worshiped it and 
made all the world respect it. He 
wound up after ten minits by offerin’ 
to float it from his hoss barn, but only 
hisses and groans followed. There was 
signs that three or four patriots would 
soon be punehin’ each other’s heads 
when Tom Bates strolled in in that 
careless way of his.

where most all of the moths have been ] 
found in past years—is Silver Street, ( 
so-called, and adjoins North W tlbra- j 
ham. Those acquainted with the 
winter webs of the Brown-tail moths 
should destroy the same by collection 
and burning. Inspection for possible 
spread of the pests will be made. The 
notices sent out covered both Gypsy 
and Brown-tail moths, but so far as 
known no gypsy moths are existent 
nearer than North Brookfield, and 
there only in very small numbers.

Outside Roads Are Poor. 

“A so-called ‘King road drag’ would 
help the condition of our rural high -1 
ways, and the use of the same 
would not incur much expense,” says 
one authority who is constantly driv- 
ing over the outside roads and finds 
them in poor shape at the present i 
j time. The opinion seems to exist that | 
| running the heavy scraper over the 
roads once a year in the eaTly summer 
and then giving them no more atten- 
I tion whatever except in case of a wash¬ 
out, is not the best policy to pursue.

Testing Typewriter Ribbon. 

Typewriter ribbons that produce an 
indelible impression are made from 
carbon. The cheaper qualities are made 
from aniline. To tell whether a rib¬ 
bon is of the best or of the cheapest 
quality it is only necessary to soak a 
bit of it in alcohol, scrape its surface 
and spread the matter thus obtained 
upon a bit of white blotting paper. If 
the spot Is black all over the ribbon is 
of aniline, which is soluble in alcohol; 
if. on the contrary, the black spot does 
not spread, but is surrounded by a halo 
i or uncolored moisture, then it is of car- 
bon. which is insoluble in alcohol.— | 
New York World. 

The Name Raleigh. 

Among variant spellings of names 
perhaps the most remarkable instance 
occurs in a deed of the year 1587 re¬ 
lating to the property of the Raleigh 
family. It bears the signatures of 
Raleigh senior and his two sons, of 
which one has special interest as being 
the earliest known signature of Sir 
Walter.

“Rawlegh,” and by Sir Walter it is 
written “Rauleygh.” By Queen Eliza¬ 
beth it was written “Rawley,” as then 
pronounced. It also appeared in Sir 
I Walter’s lifetime as “Rawlye.”—Lon¬ 
don Tatler.

The public health department of the 
Massachusetts State Federation of 8 
Women’s Clubs held a sectional con- c 
ference in the Social Science Club f 
house at Ware Tuesday afternoon, g 
which was attended by more than 250 t 
people, representing the numerous \ 
clubs in this section. 

The meeting was ealled to order by ^ 
Miss Carolyn V. Tucker, president of t 
the Social Science Club of Ware, who 11 
introduced Mrs. Charles O. Tyler, j 1 
chairman of the state public health de¬ 
partment, as the presiding officer of 1 
the meeting. Mrs. Tyler introduced | 
Mrs. George Winslow Perkins, presi- , 
dent of the State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, who spoke of the 
work the public health committee is 
doing and told how the committee 
gained its information concerning the 
health of the general public. 

The next speaker was Dr. E. Stanley 
Abbott, clinical assistant and patholo¬ 
gist of McLean Hospital. He took for 
his subject, “Preventable Forms ofi 
Mental Diseases and How to Prevent 
Them.’’ He said that in many states 
associations are formed for t he purpose 
of investigating conditions in the state 
institutions and in the care of the in- 
sane, and spoke of the one formed in 
this state several years ago, which has 
been at work since that time in devel¬ 
oping methods for educating the pub¬ 
lic in this matter. Taking up the j 
feeble-minded class, he said that about 
80 per cent of feeble-mindedness is due 
to heredity, and advocated the segrega¬ 
tion of feeble-minded women, thereby 
decreasing greatly the number of fee¬ 
ble-minded children, which would 
finally decrease to a number not worth 
considering. He said that about 
15,000 insane people are being cared 
for in state institutions and from 3000 
to 4000 by private means. He groujted 
insanity into several classes, explain¬ 
ing the symptoms of the individual 


According to Proposed Bill. Regula¬ 
tions Regarding Lights. 

Two matters of interest to auto- 
mobilists and the public in general 
'are the regulations — approved last 
week by the Governor and council— 

J for automobile lights, and tbe bill 
(dealing with drunken autoists and 
i autoists who run people down and fail 
} to stop, which was filed Tuesday with 
j the Secretary of State by Repre- 
! sentative Rev. Roland D. Sawyer of 
j Ware. The regulations regarding the 
lights, about which much complaint 
is heard and which have been re¬ 
sponsible for many accidents on ac¬ 
count of their blinding brightness, are: 

(1) That the lamps shall throw suf- 
’ ficient light ahead to show any per¬ 
son, vehicle or substantial object upon 
' the roadway straight ahead of the 
[ vehicle for a distance of at least 150 
feet. 

(21 That there must be no dazzling 
' ray" from the lamp at any time more 
f than 3* feet above the g^und on a 
) | level road at a distance of 50 feet or 
, more ahead. 


( 3 ) That there must be sufficient t 
light to enable the operator of the car 
to see any person, vehicle or substan¬ 
tial object on the roadway or the side 
thereof, for 10 feet on each side of the 
vehicle 10 feet ahead of it. 

Representative Sawyer's bill, which 
will have the approval of about every¬ 
body who has a spark of humanity in 
them, provides that, concerning auto¬ 
ists Who hit a person and run away, 
a fine of $100 to $1000 and impris¬ 
onment for three months to three 
years, or both may be imposed. In 
j civil cases the fact that the autoist 
; runs away is prima facie evidence of 
wilful and criminal neglect. In these 
cases the fact that the autoist ru ns 
away shall triple the damages that 
J would otherwise be levied. In case 
of the death of a victim of an auto¬ 
mobile which strikes a man and fails 
to stop, the occupants of. the fleeing 
automobile shall be liable to im- 
I prisonment from 10 to 20 years. 

Concerning drunken autoists the 
I bill provides that clerks of courts shall 
notify the highway commission of 
convictions; that for the first, con¬ 
viction the commission shall suspend 
the autoist’s license, and that for the 
second conviction within two years 
the autoist’s license shall be per¬ 
manently revoked.

SHOT FOR COON BY ANOTHER HUNTER 


Joseph Fountain, 19, Sitting Waiting For 
Friends, Killed by Man From 
Fall River. 

Joseph Walter Fountain of West 
Warren, 19 years old, was shot through 
the head just before 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon in the town of Palmer near 
the West Warren line, and died in a 
short time. The fatality was the direct 
result of the deer hunting season, as 
the young man was mistaken for game 
by a party Who were out after deer. 
Fountain was not killed immediately 
and the body was taken to West \V ar- 
ren, but death ensued only a short 
time after reaching there. The body 
was viewed by Medical Examiner J. P. 
Schneider of Palmer. 

The man who fired the shot was 
William Wallace Caldwell of Fall 
• River, and he was held for appearance 
; in the district court in Palmer this 
■ morning, no specific charge being 
r made against him. He has a wife and

CURIOUS FISHING CUSTOMS. 1 

The Feast That Follows the Capture of 
a Turtle In Madagascar. 

Some of the turtles of Madagascar 
are oval in form and very fat and 
plump; others are much thinner and 
flat. In order to cstcli them the na¬ 
tives go out to sea In the early morn¬ 
ing wheu the ocean is* very smooth and 
the turtles come to the surface to en- 
joy their morning nap. They use a 
kind of harpoou about twelve feet long, 
thod with a piece of barbed iron and 
attached to a strong rope a couple of 
hundred yards in length. The fishers 
approach the sleeping animal with 
great care, says James Sibree in “A 
Naturalist In Madagascar,” for when 
it is struck it dives down immediately, 
and the fisherman, if he refuses to let 
go the rope, dives with it, so he tries 
to make the first blow a mortal one. 

As soon as the turtle is caught the 
captors make for the shore, and all the 
people gather to share in the feast. 
No one is allowed to bring anything 
from a house to the spot. The finima) 
must be wrenched open and cut in 
pieces with the knives that belong to 
the canoe. It must be cooked in sea 
water in Its own shell and served in 
scoops or other vessels from the canoe 
or in pieces of turtle shell. None of 
the flesh can be taken into a house to j 
■ be cooked or eaten there. All these 
and several other precautions are au- 
; cestral customs, and if they were not , 
; religiously observed the turtles would 
disappear, according to universal be- 
> lief. 

F The natives of the northwest coast 
r give a curious account of a fish that 
; they call the hamby, which is about as 
| long as a man’s arm and as big around 
1 as a man’s thigh. Its dorsal fin, they 
say. Is like a brush, and it is smeared

The funeral of I>r. George H. Wil¬ 
kins, whose death was briefly noticed 
in last week’8 Journal, was held Satur¬ 
day morning from the home of his 
brother in Newtonville.

Who Killed the Deer? Railroad Train 
Kills Doe. Bull Shot. 

The deer hunting season just closed 
brought out many peculiar and humor-1 
ous incidents, not all of which have 
seen the bright light of publicity how¬ 
ever. Among the conundrums which 
the week brought out was one as to the 
| ownership of a 150-|>ound doe which 
was killed on East Hill in Monson last 
Friday—an unlucky day for the deer 
and the hunters. There may be a 
question as to whether the animal was 
shot to death or died trying to carry 
off a load of lead too heavy to stagger 
under, for six men claimed to have 
shot it. John McCarthy, George 
Morris, H. T. Moulton, William Mur¬ 
phy and two others were hunting to¬ 
gether; they all saw the doe and all 
fired at it; all claim to have hit it and 
consequently all claimed the carcass.

TRAINED TO DEFEND COUNTRY - 

Every Swiss Schoolboy, at the Age of 
Eight, Receives Military Instruc¬ 
tion of Value. 

On August 1 of last year the call for ; 
Swiss mobilization was issued. Two ; 
days later the nation’s army was ready : 

—an army of about 300,000 men. This , 
efficiency was due to the Swiss system j 
of universal military training, which ; 
is of particular interest at this time 
in the discussion of preparedness. 

At the age of eight every Swiss j 
schoolboy begins a course of physical , 
training in the school. This training 
is under the supervision of the federal | 
war department. At the same time the j 
schoolboy is given instruction in a 
cadet corps, in which he has rifle prac¬ 
tice. 

From sixteen to twenty every boy 
' I gets weekly training under the direc- 
tion of army officers. When he is 
f twenty years old he serves for 67 
i days in a school for recruits, and after 
5 that serves a fortnight each year until 
he is twenty-eight. For the next four 
i years he belongs to the first line, al- 
B though he need not report for service. 
r From thirty-two to forty-two he be¬ 
longs to the second line. Members of 
this line are inspected annually and 
‘ are called to the colors for a week 
r every other year. Rifle contests are 
s- held to keep up the interest and effi¬ 
ciency of the men. 

n By means of this system Switzer- 
i- land has been able to present a formid- 
s. able enough front to insure the re¬ 
specting of her neutrality, without re- 
l d sorting to the extreme military sys- 
terns of the great nations of Europe.

HOPE TO MAKE MOVEMENT A SUCCESS 


Matter to be Carefully Investigated, and 
Report Made to Public at 
Meeting Later. 

A meeting was held Monday evening 
in the Baptist church to discuss the 
formation of a boys’ club in the village 
of Palmer. For the past year the Con¬ 
gregational church has carried on a 
work among the boys of its own con¬ 
gregation, but for some time men in¬ 
terested in the welfare of the town 
have felt that the movement should 
have a broader scope and include all 
the boys of the village, regardless of 
race, color or creed, and should be a 
community rather than a church af¬ 
fair. With this thought in view, the 
subject was thoroughly discussed Mon¬ 
day evening and a committee of five 
was appointed to investigate condi¬ 
tions, get estimates of the probable 
cost, and find out where suitable quar¬ 
ters can be obtained. 

The need of some such organization 
in Palmer has long been recognized by 
many of the citizens. Few towns are 
so lacking in these things that make 
for the best interests of the commu¬ 
nity as is Palmer. Even in the sum- 
' mer months there is no place within 
our borders where a live, active boy 
can carry out the natural instincts that 
’ all healthy children possess. Forbid- 
1 den the use of the streets by law, if he 
adjourns to any nearby field or unoc- 
' cupied tract he is warned off as a tres- 
1 passer. What is true of the summer 
1 time is true in a larger degree of the 
' winter season. The street corners are 
e too cold, the school buildings and 
’ churches are closed; if he goes to the 
v library he must be quiet, and either he 
must keep within his own home or go 
n to some less desirable place. With 
'* one hundred live, active boys between 
8 the ages of ten and twenty in our 
midst, we should provide some place 
where they can carry out the instincts 
of the gang spirit under proper re- 
g straint, and also indulge in harmless 
amusements, and by games and ath- 
letic exercises develop both mind and 
n body. 

The essentials for a movement of

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FED HENS, STARVED WIFE 

Neighbors Finally Complain and 
Man is Arrested. 


PROVIDED BREAD AND LARD AS FOOD 


Sick Woman and Two Small Boys in 
Shack With No Fire. Hens 
And Potatoes Plenty. 

Caring more, apparently, for his 
flock of hens then for his wife 
and children, Leo Sambureka of 
Three Rivers fed the former and 
starved the latter until he was com¬ 
plained of by neighbors, appeared in the 
district court Tuesday morning charged 
with unreasonable neglect in failing 
to provide proper food and shelter, was 
found guilty and the case was con¬ 
tinued until this morning for sentence. 

The evidence showed that Sam- 
burcka, with his wife and two chil¬ 
dren—boys of seven and four years— 
lived in a small shack which was far 
from weather tight. There was a 
stove but no fuel, and when 8am- 
burcka was away during the day the 
inmates suffered from a scarcity of 
heat, as there was no fire. The father 
provided bread and lard as food for the 
family. Mrs. Sambureka is suffering 
from cancer of the liver and cannot 
recover; she was taken Monday to a 
Springfield hospital. Dr. C. H. 
Giroux testified that bread and lard 
are not proper food for a sick woman 
and small children. 

It was shown that neighbors had 
gone to the house many times to help 
the sick woman, who was unable to 
care for herself, and that they took 
food to her, as they could find none in 
the place except twice. Sambureka 
originally had 30 hens and has 18 left, 
having killed 12 for food, but none of 
it went to his wife. He was asked to 
buy milk for her but declined, saying 
he had to procure feed for the hens. 
When arrested he had 30 bushels of 
potatoes in the cellar. He can get 
work if he wishes, and does work. He 
has a contract to buy the land on 
which the shack is and has paid some¬ 
thing on it, and also bought lumber. 
He claimed that he did give his wife 
and children chicken, and had also 
brought bones and meat home for 
stews and soups. 

Judge Kenefick found that there was 
unreasonable neglect, and continued 
the case until this morning, when the 
boys were brought in as neglected chil¬ 
dren. In the meantime arrangements 
had been made for the father and boys 
to board out together and the father 
promised to do all that he ought to, 
and the matter was continued for six 
months. __ 

Hampden Homestead Burned. 

The Burleigh House and Contents Early 
Tuesday Morning. Loss $5000. 

The old Burleigh homestead on the 
Burleigh road in Hampden and nearly 
all its contents were destroyed by fire 
early Tuesday morning. The probable 
cause of the fire was an overheated 
chimney in the kitchen. The house 
was a large two-story wooden building 
of 16 rooms and had been occupied by 
the fanjily of Amos Merrill, consisting 
of his jon Amos Merrill Jr., and Mrs. 
Catherine Spooner, housekeeper, and 
her small daughter. Mr. Merrill Sr. 
was away at the time of the fire, and 
the other members of the family nar¬ 
rowly escaped. Mr. Merrill, who occu¬ 
pied a room over the kitchen, was 
awakened by the smell of smoke and 
found the ell part of the house in 
flames. He awakened Mrs. Spooner 
and child and telephoned for help, but 
it was impossible to save the building 
and the barn was saved only with dif¬ 
ficulty. The contents of the house in¬ 
cluded many valuable pieces of furni¬ 
ture and the loss is estimated at $5000, 
partially covered by insurance. 

The house was built fifty years ago 
by the late Abner C. Burleigh at the 
top of Burleigh Hill, and commanded 
a fine view of the surrounding town. 
After his death the farm was carried 
on by his two sons, Charles H. and 
Lucius Burleigh, and his daughter, 
Miss Esther Burleigh. Since the 
death of Lucius Burleigh and Miss 
Burleigh it has been the property of 
Charles Burleigh, and was leased two 
years ago to H. L. Handy of Spring- 
field and occupied by the Merrills, who 
carried on the farm. 

While walking about the ruins Mrs. 
Spooner was injured by the falling of a 
chimney; a brick struck her, severely 
cutting her head and injuring her 
lower limbs. She was attended by Dr. 
Harlan F. Curtis of East Longmeadow 
at the home of Charles H. Burleigh, 
where she was taken.

BELCHERTOWN FAVORED. WHY WORK WAS STOPPED 


As Location for New School for On S. N. E. Railroad Told by 
Feeble-minded. Mellen of New Haven. 


RECOMMENDATION MADE LAST WEEK 


Best Water Supply and Sewage Disposal. 

Three Places Considered. Not 
Yet Settled. 

It now seems probable that the new 
State school for feeble-minded will be 
located in Belchertown, as that site 
has been recommended by the health 
department to the State Board of In¬ 
sanity, on the grounds that the cost of 
an adequate water supply and sewage 
disposal there will be much less than 
at either of the other two locations 
considered — Conway or Southwick. 
The report was made November 29. 

A report is made on all the sites vis¬ 
ited, that regarding Belchertown being: 

"The Belchertown site is located 
west of the central part of the village 
of Belchertown and is bordered along 
its northwesterly side by the tracks of 
the Central Massachusetts and Central 
Vermont railroads, each of which has 
a station at Belchertown close to the 
easterly limit of the tract. As shown 
on the state map, the elevation of 
the ground in this area ranges from 
about 360 to 480 feet above the sea 
level and slopes in a northwesterly di¬ 
rection toward Bachelor brook. Two 
small brooks, uniting near the north¬ 
westerly portion of the area, discharge 
into Bachelor brook about a mile north 
of the tract. The southwesterly part 
of the tract is covered largely with a 
growth of heavy timber, and there are 
limited areas of woodland at other 
points in the central portions of the 
tract. The land in the neighborhood 
of the streams is swampy in places and 
much of it is covered at present with a 
dense growth of alders and other un¬ 
derbrush. 

"Judging from surface indications, a 
water supply for an institution at this 
location could probably be obtained 
from the ground within the limits of 
the area. It will probably also be 
practicable to locate sewage filters with¬ 
in this tract for the purification of the 
sewage of the institution, and, on ac¬ 
count of the location, an efficient sys¬ 
tem of sewage disposal will be neces¬ 
sary. Since the best location for a 
water supply is in the valley of the 
main stream which drains the tract, it 
will be essential that any sewage dis¬ 
posal area located within this water¬ 
shed shall be so placed that it will not 
affect the quality of the water supply. 
The best practicable location for filter 
beds appears to be in the southwesterly 
portion of the tract. 

“Comparing the three tracts so far 
as the practicability of securing an 
efficient water supply is concerned, 
it appears likely that considerable 
difficulty might be encountered in 
securing a proper water supply at 
reasonable cost for the Conway tract, 
while a water supply for the South¬ 
wick tract could probably be secured 
from the Springfield or the Westfield 
pipe lines without special difficulty, 
though it would probably be necessary 
to pump the water from the former 
source at least in order to supply it 
under sufficient head. It seems likely 
that an adequate water supply can be 
obtained within the limits of the 
Belchertown tract without special i 
difficulty, and the expense would not 
be likely to be much greater than the 
expense of obtaining a water supply 
for the tract at Southwick, so far as 
can be judged from the limited in¬ 
formation available at the present 
time. 

"As regards sewage disposal, less 
difficulty is likely to be encountered at 
the Conway tract then in either of the 
other locations, while at Southwick 
the disposal of the sewage is likely to 
involve considerable expense. So far 
as can be judged then from the in¬ 
formation at present available, the 
cost of efficient systems of water 
supply and sewerage, taken together, 
is likely to be less on the whole at the 
Belchertown area than at either of the 
others, and probably somewhat less at 
the Southwick area than at Conway, 
where, while sewage disposal appears 
to be a simple matter, the securing of 
a suitable water supply system is 
likely to prove a difficult problem.” 

The decision will probably be made 
soon by the State Board of Insanity, 
and it is expected to be in favor of 
Belchertown in view of the above 
report. However, other sites are being 
strenuously recommended, and the 
matter will be further investigated 
before final action is taken.

FOUR YEARS’ FIGHT AND $120,0 


Spent to Keep the Grank Trunk Out. 

Finally Agreed. Road Will 
Still be Built. 

The testimony which Charles S. 
Mellen, former president of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail¬ 
road, has been giving the past 10 days 
in connection with the trial of 11 for¬ 
mer directors of the road is interesting, 
as it has been concerning the methods 
of the N. Y., N. H. and H. in fighting 
the construction of the Southern New 
England branch of the Grand Trunk 
from Palmer to Providence. He testi¬ 
fied that $120,000 of New Haven 
money was spent in four years in try¬ 
ing to block the project. Finally the 
Grand Trunk and the New Haven 
reached an agreement in November, 
1913, and that "incidentally” the 
Grand Trunk gave up work on the 
Southern New England almost at 
once. Mellen testified that he told 
Chamberlain — the president of the 
Grand Trunk—that the action would 
"raise Hell,” as events subsequently 
proved. 

The real fight between the two roads, 
it appeared from Mr. Mellen’s testi¬ 
mony, began in 1910 after a meeting 
between himself and the late C. M. 
Hays, then president of the Grand 
Trunk, as the result of which, Mellen 
thought, it had been arranged for the 
Grand Trunk to sell the New London 
Northern road to the New Haven and 
for the New Haven to transfer the New 
York, Ontario and Western to the 
Grand Trunk, and thus settle their 
difficulties. Hays without any warn¬ 
ing soon after "delivered his mani¬ 
festo” that he was going to build his 
extension from Palmer to Providence, 
Mellen said. The New Haven, it ap¬ 
peared, then took steps to oppose the 
line. Because the Grand Trunk pro¬ 
posed, he said, to make use of the New 
Haven’s facilities in Providence and 
to eliminate grade crossings, entailing 
expense to the New Haven, he op¬ 
posed the charter in the Rhode Island 
Legislature. He also got a loan from 
the New Haven board of directors and 
spent $50,000 in the "collection and 
dissemination” of information to show 
that the Grand Trunk was violating 
obligations to the Canadian govern¬ 
ment in buildiDg the extension. He 
got authority also to seek a right of 
way for a line between Southbridge 
and Palmer, over the same route pro¬ 
posed by the Grand Trunk, but failed. 
After that, Mellen said, he bought a 
couple of farms in that neighborhood, 
one of which "was particularly valua¬ 
ble as a location for a railroad. It was 
a perpendicular farm located in a 
notch,” he said,"and I hoped to spend 
my declining years on it.” 

The Springfield ‘Republican, review¬ 
ing the situation editorially on Sun¬ 
day, had the following: 

In view of the Grand Trunk’s virtual 
abandonment of its project, an interest¬ 
ing, though not necessarily significant, 
development has been the resumption 
of construction work on the extension 
during the past year. After the halt¬ 
ing of activities in 1912, the workmen 
departed and the steam-shovels were 
dismantled and taken elsewhere. 
About a year ago the shovels came 
back, and soon the work of building 
the right of way was progressing as 
merrily as though there had been no 
two-years interruption. 

What did it all mean? People in 
southern Worcester county have been 
asking themselves this question. The 
only answer seems to be that the Grand 
Trunk corporation had engaged itsel f 
in an irrevocable contract with a con¬ 
tracting firm, and stood in a position 
to lose so much money in the case of a 
damage suit that it decided to resume 
the actual work of construction. The 
excavating and blasting were resumed, 
and so near to completion has the work 
progressed that a great part of the road¬ 
bed between Palmer and the Rhode 
Island line is graded and ready for the 
ballast and rails. In Rhode Island, on 
the other hand, no attempt has been 
made to resume the work of construc¬ 
tion, and, as another firm had a con¬ 
tract for the job in Rhode Island, it is 
supposed that the terms of this con¬ 
tract were different and that the Grand 
Trunk was not under the same legal 
obligation. 

Whether the railroad company was 
under obligation to the people of Rhode 
Island is another matter. The "gash 
of dishonor,” to use the Providence 
Journal’s picturesque phrase, still ex¬ 
tends through the state, though it has 
ceased to excite violent indignation. 
As a matter of fact, it would be better 
for all concerned if the ugly evidences 
of unfinished construction were modi¬ 
fied or removed, for, although the road 
is practically completed between Pal¬ 
mer and the Rhode Island line, it is 


Proposed Fish-Game License. 

Move to Make Fishermen Pay for Privi¬ 
lege as Well as Hunters. 

Those who enjoy fishing as well as 
hunting will be interested to learn of 
the action of the various rod and gun 
clubs of the state towards adopting 
a combination hunting and fishing 
license. At a meeting held in Worces¬ 
ter Saturday, with 54 representa¬ 
tives of 138 organizations in various 
parts of the state which are interested 
in fishing and hunting, the convention 
went on record as favoring a combina¬ 
tion hunting and fishing license at a 
yearly cost not to exceed $1.25, and the 
draft of a bill along these lines is to be 
presented to the coming Legislature. 

A motion to lengthen the open sea¬ 
son on game birds by the addition of 
two weeks was defeated. The conven¬ 
tion opposed any change in the pres¬ 
ent deer law, and also defeated a mo¬ 
tion to include February in the close 
season for pickerel. A motion for a 
closed season on fur-bearing animals 
was also defeated. A motion was 
passed that the black-crested night 
heron should not be protected, as the 
bird is destructive to trout. The meet¬ 
ing decided not to take active part in 
the one-head commission plan, but to 
remain neutral. 

The next meeting will be held in 
Springfield next fall. The officers 
elected are as follows: President George 
F. Morse Jr. of Lancaster; vice presi¬ 
dent, Dr. F. H. Saunders of Westfield; 
secretary, Hartley W. Bartlett of 
Worcester; treasurer, E. A. Woodward 
of Springfield. 

Should the combination fishing and 
hunting license become a law it is esti¬ 
mated that the state will realize about 
$150,000 yearly. One point that was 
strongly argued was that the state was 
doing more for the fishermen than for 
the hunters, and it is only fair that 
those who fish should pay as well as 
those who hunt. What the fate of the 
bill will be in the Legislature can only 
be conjectured. Several nearby states, 
including Vermont, have adopted sim¬ 
ilar laws. 


Deer Breaks Through Ice. 

Passengers on Electric Car Witness 
Struggle For Life. 

The passengers and crew on an 
electric car from Palmer to Ware last 
Thursday night witnessed an exhibi¬ 
tion of deer cunning at Forest Lake 
which proved mighty interesting. 
The car came suddenly upon three 
deer at the lake, two does and a buck. 
The former jumped to the land side of 
the track, but the buck took to the 
ice on the lake. It had frozen only 
the night before and he immediately 
broke through. It was here that the 
exhibition came in. Rising as high in 
the water as possible the animal used 
his fore feet in a rapid succession of 
blows on the thin ice, breaking a 
narrow path for himself, but away 
from the shore. He took short rests 
at intervals, but kept hard at work for 
some time. When the car had passed 
a sufficient distance the animal turned 
and swam ashore and the three dis¬ 
appeared in the direction of Patta- 
quatic Mountain, from which it was 
said the animals had been driven by 
two dogs. 


not believed that any rails will be laid, 
and it is time to end the whole un¬ 
pleasant business. An economic need 
for such a road has never been alleged. 
In 1912 the project had cost the Grand 
Trunk $2,000,000, and it has cost that 
company a good deal since. But there 
is no reason why further money should 
be wasted, especially as it is hoped that 
the days of high-handed railroad ma¬ 
nipulation in New England are over. 

This is an interesting view of the 
matter when taken in account with 
the action of the Grand Trunk 
on Tuesday, when the Secretary of 
State received through Judge Thomas 
W. Kenefick of Palmer, a petition to 
the Legislature asking for an exten¬ 
sion of time in which to complete its 
line from Palmer to Providence. The 
original extension time expires 
August 3, 1916. The news dispatch 
sent out from Boston concerning the 
matter contained the following: 

"Judge Kenefick said last night that 
it is his opinion that the railroad will 
be finished and operating within a 
year or two.” He said, so far as he 
knows, there is nothing, beyond the 
good faith in which the original fran¬ 
chise was granted that is forcing the 
company to fiuish its line. There 
is not a contract or an agreement 
hanging over the company’s head 
that he knows about. The John 
Marsch company, contractors for the 
grading of the new road from Palmer 
to the Rhode Island line near Webster, 
is expected to finish its contract by 
January 1. Judge Kenefick expects 
the roadbed to be built and the steel 
laid at once; he said there are no con¬ 
tracts made for that work. He sug¬ 
gested that the company might be 
planning to do its own track-laying, 
thus eliminating contractors al¬ 
together.”

TO BE DISTRIBUTED BY COMMITTEE. 


Central Organization, With Members in 
All Villages. Much Good 
Can be Done. 

With the coming of winter there is 
found to be some distress among fami¬ 
lies throughout the town, particularly 
where the head of the household has 
been removed by death or where there 
is sickness. An effort is being made to 
care for the needy ones through the 
kindness of people who have clothing 
that their children have outgrown, or 
which for any reason is no longer being 
used. The plan is to have a central re¬ 
ceiving station, which is to be in the 
vacant room over the store of 8. H. 
Hellyar, who has kindly donated it 
for the purpose. An appeal is made 
through these columns to all who have 
unused garments, shoes, mittens or 
hosiery, to donate these to the cause of 
the unfortunate. Contributions of mon¬ 
ey will also be acceptable for the pur- 
! chase of supplies not otherwise pro- 
J vided. 

I Monday afternoon the directors of 
the Palmer Association for District 
Nursing, on request, appointed a com¬ 
mittee of three consisting of Mrs. H. C. 
Cheney, Mrs. S. R. Carsley and Mrs. 
Charles H. Burns to act as a central 
receiving and distributing committee. 
The members of the supply committee 
of the Nurse Association are to act as a 
receiving committee in each of the vil¬ 
lages, assisted by others. Those who 
are to receive donations in the villages 
of the town are as follows: Mrs. Lucy 
A. Hitchcock, Palmer; Mrs. C. H. 
Giroux, Three Rivers; Mrs.C. F. Mooers, 
Thorndike; Mrs. F. S. Gordon, Bonds- 
ville. This committee will forward all 
supplies to the central committee, who 
will assort and apportion them as the 
culls come in. 

The central committee will be in close 
touch with town officials having knowl¬ 
edge of needy families, the physicians, 
district nurse and others who may be 
acquainted with individual cases. All 
those who have clothing that they are 
willing to dispose of are asked to take 
it either to the members of the nurse 
committee or to the central supply 
| depot. Should any be unable to do so, 
if they will notify the central commit¬ 
tee they will see that the articles are 
called for. 

It is not to be undeistood that this 
movement is a general donation to all 
who may call, but is to relieve real 
need caused by sickness or other mis¬ 
fortune. The movement is a spon¬ 
taneous one and has no connection with 
any church or other organization, and 
in its ministrations will care for all 
needy who may apply regardless of 
race, creed or color, and the work will 
extend to all parts of the town. In¬ 
formation relative to worthy cases will 
be gladly received by the committee, 
who will give them their personal at¬ 
tention. Clothing for children from 
infants to boys and girls of twelve 
years of age, also women, is particularly 
desired. 

It is hoped that this effort to relieve 
I the distress of not only those who are 
in want but of others who have cloth¬ 
ing that is a burden to them and of 
which they wish to be rid, will meet 
with general support on the part of our 
people.

I Boston Symphony Orchestra in Springfield. 

The Holiday season for Springfield 
will open Monday evening, December 
20th, with the annual concert in the 
Auditorium of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra under Dr. Karl Muck. The 
Orchestra will bring its entire person¬ 
nel to this city and in addition to the 
usual orchestral works, the great organ 
will be used in one of the most impor- 
1 tant numbers on the program. The 
Boston Symphony Orchestra rarely 
uses organs in its concerts outside of 
Boston, for the very sufficient reason 
that there are few organs in the places 
where it plays worthy to be heard with 
the Orchestra, and if they happen to 
be worthy, often their pitch is wrong. 

It is a happy circumstance that the 
fine Springfield organ is of the same 
pitch with the Orchestra and this en¬ 
ables Dr. Muck to present as one of his 
principal numbers Rheinbereer’s Con¬ 
certo for Organs, Three Horns and 
String Orchestra. This is one of the 
great classics of organ literature written 
by the man w’ho for so many years held 
a foremost place of honor in the musi¬ 
cal world of Leipsic. On this occasion 
the organ will be played by Professor 
John P. Marshall of Boston University, 
official organist of the Orchestra. 

The other numbers on the program 
will comprise the Eighth Symphony of 
Beethoven, Duka’s sparkling and hum- 
uros Scherzo, “The Sorceror’s Appren¬ 
tice” and Bizet’s exquisite “L’Arle- 
sienne” Suite.

Henry M. Converse, 82, for many I 
years a resident of Warren, where he i 
conducted a newspaper and printing | 
plant, and well known in this section, j p 
died Monday night at the Soldiers 
Home in Chelsea, where he had been 
since last September.

He was a brother of the late William

By Dr. Qetchell, State Expert. Preven¬ 
tion and Cure of the Disease 
Are Simple. 

A number which was pitiably small 
in comparison with the importance of 
the topic and the ability of the speaker 
I heard the lecture on tuberculosis, its 
cause and cure, in the opera house 
Sunday evening by Dr. Albert C. 
Getchell of Worcester, one of the fore¬ 
most authorities of the time on this 
subject. Although every church in 
town gave up its Sunday evening 
services that all might have an oppor¬ 
tunity to attend, the opera house was 
only about a quarter filled. 

Dr. G. A. Moore introduced the 
speaker in a short address in which he 
stated that it is hard to enlist the in¬ 
dividual in a fight against disease un¬ 
less he can see some danger to himself 
or pecuniary benefit likely to accrue. 

A nation’s greatest asset is its health, 
and the fact that sickness costs this 
country $900,000,000 yearly are good 
reasons why every person should be in- 
( terested. He predicted that in the 
near future the physical condition of 
every person would be known and tab- 
! ulated, beginning with the child in 
school and following along with exam¬ 
inations from time to time, so that in 
later life it would be known whether a 
person applying for employment of a 
t certain kind was physically fit to 
undertake it or not, thus protecting 
e both employer and the community, 
i. Dr. Getchell, in taking up his sub- 
il ject, stated that tuberculosis is a dis- 
(-* ease of long standing, existing in every 
d country where man has lived. It is 
only recently however that its origin 
t- has been determined. Dr. Koch of 
t- Germany discovered that it was caused 
y by a germ or organism which could be 
;e definitely determined, planted and 
;e watched to grow; this being possible, 
d it becomes possible to destroy that or- 
te ganism, and so effect the destruction 
;n of the disease. While tuberculosis 
>n may exist in every part of the human 
ty body, it is tuberculosis of the lungs 
ue that is most dreaded, as that is an open 
er disease, communicable to others, 
o- Hence there is a general interest in 
in the disease and what is being done to 
ed prevent it. 

se. Fresh air, nourishing tood, and good 
of care are the things most needed by the 
rs, patient.

MAKES DEFENSE OF RAGTIME 

Writer Points Out How It May Be Ex¬ 
ceedingly Useful to Those Who 
Are Mentally Depressed. 

Tba effects of music upon the health 
—well known ever since David harped 
to Saul Dut hitherto illy understood- 
are being looked into more deeply by 
the physicians who formed the Nation¬ 
al Society of Musical Therapeutics. 

“No matter to what extent music may 
restore a person to the normal,” says 
the New York Medical Journal, “there # 
can be no question that it may help 
other influences to incline the person 
from the normal. There are many 
compositions, notably among those by 
Chopin, which are the outcome of more 
or less melancholy moods, and while 
they are beautiful and harmless to the 
healthy, when made a steady diet and 
source of self-consolation by those suf¬ 
fering from depression from mental or 
bodily causes their effect is undoubt¬ 
edly pernicious, just as a too exclusive 
diet of olives or meringues would de¬ 
press the general bodily condition and 
mental atmosphere of a person so in¬ 
dulging a sickly appetite.” 

On the other hand, ragtime music, 
“being in no wise serious,” is the re¬ 
verse of depressing. “The African 
jingles of the present day create an 
emotional atmosphere of restlessness 
and excitement which is typically 
American, and which is opposed to 
health only so far as onr national rest¬ 
lessness and lack of poise tend to make 
us a people whose national disease is I 
nervous exhaustion.” 

■ Roughly speaking, lively music, such j 
as ragtime, is likely to rouse depressed 
persons from their melancholy; sad 
and pathetic music will soothe the ex- j 
citable and hypernervous. 

FALLEN FROM HIGH ESTATE 

Church Edifices in Britain That Have 
for Many Years Been Utilized 
for Baser Purposes. 

American visitors always make a 
point ol visiting St. Bartholomew’s 
—not the hospital, but the church— 
one of the very few that escaped the ! 
great fire, remarks London Answers. 
V et probably few know that for a ! 
long period it fell into such shocking 
repair that the north transept was 
used as a blacksmith’s shop. 

A building in Skegness probably 
takes the cake for transformations 
akin to this notable one. It was origi¬ 
nally a Wesleyan chapel, but subse¬ 
quently was, as the poet says, “Every¬ 
thing by turns, and nothing long.” 
In rapid sequence It was a concert 
hall, a restaurant, a gymnasium, a 
Salvation Army barracks, an auction 
mart, a public hall, and a school. Last¬ 
ly, as far as our information goes, 
it became a political club. 

Glasgow holds the record for these 
transmogrifications. The old Wynd 
church is now a leather warehouse; 
West Campbell was lately a lard ware¬ 
house, but may now be housing mar¬ 
garine; Cathedral Street church re¬ 
sounds to the making of boxes and 
packing cases; St. Andrew’s is the re¬ 
sort of the remnants hunter; Stock- 
well street is an emporium for sugar, 
tea and other groceries; while even 
the offices of the North British rail¬ 
way were once a church. 

“The Good News From Ghent.” 
The exploit described by Browning 
In his poem. “How They Brought the 
Good News From Ghent to Aix,” is a 
purely imaginary one. Archdeacon 
Farrar tells of a conversation he once 
had with Browning, in which the lat¬ 
ter related'the circumstances under 
which he wrote the poem. “I asked 


him,” says Canon Farrar, “about the j 
steed which brought ‘Good News From 
Ghent,’ and whether the incident had 
any historic basis; for I told him that 
a friend of mine had taken very con- j 
siderable trouble to search various j 
histories and discover whether it was 
true or not. ‘No,’ he said, ‘the whole 
poem was purely imaginary. I had 
had a long voyage in a sailing vessel 
(I think it was from Messina to Na¬ 
ples), and, being rather tired of the 
monotony, thought of a good horse j 
of mine, and how much I should enjoy 
a ride. As I could not ride in reality, 

1 thought that I would enjoy a ride in 
imagination’; and he then and there 
wrote that most popular of his lyric®.” 

His Elaborate Efforts. 

“One should beware of beginning his 
speech in too loud a voice,” said Grout 
P. Smith. “If you start off with a 
yell, when the time comes to roar de¬ 
nunciations or shout hosannas you 
will have no wind left with which to 
be emphatic. I once knew a man 
whose wife exhibited more than three 
hundred love letters in court, which he 
had written her during a brief court¬ 
ship of eleven weeks. He often wrote j 
her six or more in one day, and his J 
shortest epistle contained four pages. 
And yet, before they had been mar- | 
ried two months he nad slapped ner 
jaws so far around that when she 
wanted to talk into the telephone she 
had to back up to it. His excuse was 
that he bad exhausted bis affection in 
the course of the correspondencb.”— 
Kansas City Star.
